Ottawa, March 9. — The proceedings of 
the House were brief and dull. The 

Speaker nniiouneed tliat lie had tecoived o 
coi liliealc of Hon. Mr. Patterson's election. 
Returns wore ordered relative to the trade 
witli Newfoundland. 

Hon. Mr. Mills secured an order for a 
map allowing; tho bounduries, townships 
and electoral divisions of Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Ucwduey presented tho report 
of the Indian Deparlment. Mr. IJowcll, 
speakint; of tlic Indians of Uritisli Columbia, 
Buid they were peaceably inclined, well con- 
ducted, and lie was ph'ascd wit li many signs 
of tlieir progrcssivcneas, tho industrial 
schools having had a very benelicial eflect. 
A school at Alert IJay had been built tiiis 
year. The rapid increase of white settlers 
on the Southern bolder had been brouuht 
about by the construction of the 
Great Northern Railway. It was 
thought it would put a stop to disturbances 
along tho border. The hostile, feeling 
against the (ioverniuent on account of tlie 
land troubles at tho North West coast 
agency was dying out. Regret is expressed 
tliut tho Victoria Indians would not consent 
to the sale of the Songbees reserve. The 
total Indian population of the Dominion is 
121,000, of whom 35,000 are in British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Mara wants the Government to take 
steps to prevent further encroachments on 
tho Columbia river tovvnsite at Rcvclstoke. 

Tho Liberals do not take kindly to Mc- 
Crerar's proposal for frea trade and direct 
taxation. W hen a party caucus is held the 
suggestion will be sat upon.

" Her Majesty's Government have re- 
ceived no information to show that so dras- 
tic a remedy as tho stoppage of sealing is 
necessary for two consecnlivo seasons. On 
tho contrary, tho Britisli coininissionurs on 
tho Behring Sea Joint Commission 
luivQ informed Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment that, as far as pelagic sealing 
is concerned, there is no danger of any ser- 
ious diminution of the fur seal species as a 
consequence of this year's hunting, never- 
theless Lord Salisbury would not object, as 
a temporary measure of precauticn for this 
season, to tho prohibition of kill- 
ing within a zono extending to not 
more than thirty nuutioal miles 
around tho PribylofT Islands, such prohibi- 
tion being conditional on the number of 
seuls to be killed for any purpose on the 
island Ijeing a maximum of ,'iO,OU0. Lord 
Saliahury, referring to the passage iu your 
note iu whicli you compare tlic case to an 
arbitration about timber land, from which 
the trees are being removed liy one of the 
parties, observed that he hirilly thinks the 
simile (|uile apposite. 11 is Lordship iuig- 
geata that the case is more like one of arbi- 
tration res])ccting the title to a meadow. 
While tho arbitration is going on, he adds, 
we eul the grass; and quite rightly, for the 
grass will be ' reproduced next year, and so 
will seals."

New Yokk, March 8. — Edmund Yatea' 
special telegram to the Tribune from London 
says : The arrangemenls for the Queen's 
visit at Coste lielle are not entirely saLisfac- 
tory. She was excessively annoyed at dis- 
covering that the two hot'Ols which had been 
enlarged for her were both entirely over- 
looked by the Hotel d'Albion, which will bo 
full during the royal visit. The windows 
of the Albion and its terrace fully command 
Coate Belle, and there is no possible method 
of preventing the hotel from being con- 
stantly overlooked. Tho Queen would 
have preferred going to Cape Martin, near 
.Meiitonc. A messenger is to leave London 
every evening except Sundays for Hyeres 
while the (>neeu is staying at Coste Belle, 
conveying ullicial boxes of dispatches and 
private correspondence. A messenger will 
arrive in London from Hyeres every morn- 
ing except Sundays, so that tho Queen's 
81 a" ou the llivicra will not interfere with 
public husilieS';. 

The Prince and Priiicc.^3 of Wales have 
decided to erect a monument to the DuUe of 
Clarence in the Saiulringhain cliurch, and 
the (|uecn intends to place a slatue in the 
prince consort's mausoleum at Frogmoro. 

A corresjKiudent in Berlin writes that the 
accounts in the London papers respecting 
the riots do uot convey any adequate im- 
pression of the alarm excited throughout 
Germany nor indicate the fact that theso 
demonstrations were directed against tho 
emperor, and were secretly approved by a 
large part of tho upper middle class. 

Lord Lansdowuc leaves India in Daoem- 
ber, when be will have completed four years 
in the ofBce of viceroy. Lord Salisbury 
will also, it is said, have to appoint a new 
Governor-General of Canada, as Lord Stan- 
Icy of Preston intends to resign in tho 
autumn.

WA'niNOTON, March 9.— The message of 
the President, transmitting the Behring Sea 
Arbitration convention to the Senate, friim 

which tho injunction of secresy was remov- 
ed to-duy, is as follows: "To the Senate — 
I herewith transmit, with a view to its rati- 
Bcation, a convention signed at Washing- 
ton, the 29th of February, 1892, between 
the governments of the U. S. and Her Bri- 
tannic Majesty, submitting to arbitration 
the questions which have arisen between 
the governments concerning tlie jurisdic- 
tional rights of the United States iu tlie 
waters of the Behring Sea, and concerning, 
also, the preservation of the Ice seal iu and 
habitually resorting to the said sea and the 
rights of the citizens of the other country as 
to tho taking of fur seals in and habitually 
resorting to the said waters. The corre- 
spondence not heretofore submitted to con- 
gress in relation to tho Behring .Sea matter 
is in course of preparation and will he trans- 
mitted without delay. (Signed.) Benjamin 
Harrison." 

'The following is the text of tho treaty : 
1. The questions which have arisen between 
the Governuicnt of the United States, and 
the Government of Her Majesty, concerning 
the jurisdictional rights of tho United 
Slates in the waters of the lithring Sea, 
and concerning also the preservation of the 
fur seal, in, or habitually resorting to the 
said sea, and tho rights of the citi/.ens and 
subjects of tho two countries, as regards 
the taking of fur seal, in, or habitually 
resorting to this said water, shall be sub- 
mitted to a tribunal of arbitration, to bo 
composed of seven arbitrators, who shall bo 
appointed in tho following manner, that is 
to say — "Two shall be named by the Presi- 
dent of tho United States, and two by Her 
Britannic Majesty. His Excellency, the 
President of the French Republic, shall be 
jointly reciueslcd by the contracting parties 
to name one. His Majesty, the King of 
Italy shall bo requested to name one, ond 
His Majesty, the King of Norway, shall 
also be requested to name one. The seven 
arbitrators to be named will be Jurists of 
distinguished reputation in their respective 
countries. In case of the death, absence or 
incapacity to 8erve,o{ any pr^either of tho 
said arbitrators,~or'in tb'e'eVent of ' any or 
either of the said arbitrators committing or 
declining or ceoaini; to appoint such, the 
President of the tinited Stales, or Her 
Britan&io Majesty, or His Excellency, the 
President of the French republic, or His 
Majesty, tho King of Italy, or His Miijesty, 
the Ring of Sweden and Norway, as the 
case may be, shall name or shall be 
rccpiested to name for them, another 
person to act as arbitrator in the place 
and stead of the arbitrator originally nameil 
by such head of a state. And in the event 
of a refusal or ouiis-fion for two months 
after receipt of the joint request from the 
High contracling parties, of His Excellency 
the Presiilent of tho French Republic, or 
His Majesty, the King of Italy, or His 
Majesty, the King of Norway, to name an 
arbitrator either to till the original appoint- 
ment or to 611 a vacancy as above provided. 
Then, in such case the appointment shall be 
made,. or the vacancy shall ho filled in such 
manner as the contesting parties shall agree. 

2. Tho arbitrators shall meet at Paris 
within 20 days after the delivery of the 
counter cose, mentioned in article 1, and 
sh.all proceed impartially and carefully to 
examine and decide the questions brought 
before then) as herein provideil on the part 
of the Govemmenta of the United States 
and Her Britannic Majesty respectively. 
All questions considered by the tribunal, 
including the final decision, shall be deter- 
mined by a majority of all the arbitrators. 
Each of the higli contracting parties shall 
also name one person to attend the tribunal 
as its agent to represent it generiiUy in all 
matters connected with the arbitration. 

.3. The printed case of each of the parties, 
accompanied by the documents, llio oliicial 
correspondence, anil other evidence on 
which each relies, shall bo delivered in 
duplicate to each of the arbitrators, and to 
the agent of tho other liarty, as soon as may 
be, after the appointment of the memhera of 
the trihunalj but within a period not ex- 
ceeding three months from the date of tiie 
exchange of ratilications of the treaty. 

•1. Within three months after the de- 
livery, on both sides, of the printed case, 
either party may, in like manner, 
uellver a duplicate to each of said 
arbitrators, and tq ;',io a.gt:lil tif the 
other parly, a oountor case, and B»t'.*itlonal 
documents, correspondence tthel evidence in 
reply to the case, docuilVeiili, correspond- 
ence and evidence so |U'esented by the other 
party. If, howevcl:, in consequence of the 
distance of tho Viiaco from which the evi- 
dence to bo piVisented is to be procured, the 
o'.'ner part"'-, give notice to the other party 
thai it'iVv'juircH additional time for the de- 
livery 'of such counter case, documents.^ cor- 
respondence and evidence such additional 
ti-.lio so indicated, but not exceeding sixLy 
days beyond tho three months in thi.'i arti- 
cle proviiled, shall bo allowed. If, in the 
case submitted to the arbitrators, either 
party shall have specified or alluded 
to any report or documents in its own 
exclusive possession, without annexing a 
copy, such party shall bo bound, if the 
other party thinks proper, to upply for it, 
to furnish that party with u copy thereof j 
and either party may call upon tho other 
through tho arbitrators to produce tho 
originals or certified copies of any papers 
adduced as evidence, giving in each instance 
notice thereof within '.iO days after delivery 
of the case, and the original copies request- 
ed shall be delivered as sosn as con be, and 
within a period not exceeding days after 
receipt of notice. 

5. It shall bo tho duty of tho agont of 
each party, within ono month after tho ex 
piration of the time limited for the delivery 
of tho counter case on both sides, to deliver 
111 duplicate to each of the arbitrators, and 
to tho ugont of tho other party, a printed 
argument, sltowing the ipoints and referring 



to tho evidence upon which his government 
replies; and either parly may also support 
the same before the arbitrators by orgument 
of counsel, and tho arbitrators may, if they 
desire further elucidation with regard to 
any point, require a written or printed 
statement or argument, or oral argument by 
counsel upon it, but in such case the party 
shall be entitled to reply either orally or in 
writing, as the case may be. 

6. In deciding the ma' ters submitted to 
the arbitrators, it is ugteed that tho fore- 
going five points shall be submitted to them 
ill order that their award shall embrace a 
distinct decision upon each of said five 
points, to wit : 

(a ) What exclusive jurisdiction in the 
sea, now known as Behring Sea, and what 
exclusive rights iu the seal fisheries therein 
did RuBsiacxercisopriorand up to tho time of 
the cession of Alaska to the United States. 

{b.) How far were these claims of juris- 
diction as to the seal fisheries recognized and 
conceded by Great Britain. 

(c.) Was the body of water now known 
as the Behring Sea included in the phrase 
"Pacific Ocean," as used in the treaty of ' 
1825 between Great Britain and Russia, and 
what rights, if any, in the Behring Sea were 
had and exclusively exercised by Bussia after 
said treaty. 

(d) . Did not all the rights of Bussia as to . 
jurisdiction and as to the seal fisheries in 
Behring Sea, east of the water boundary, 
on the treaty between the U. S. lind Russia, 
of (he 30th of March, 1807, pass unimpaired . 
to tlie U. S. under that treaty ? 

(e) . Has tho U. S. any rights, and if so, 
what right of protection of property in the - 
fur sshIs frequenting the islands of the U. 
8.. in Behring Sea, w hen such seals are found 
outside the ordinary^ three mile limit? 

7. If the determination of the foregoing 
questioiis, as to the exclusive jurisdiction of 
tho United States, shall leave the subject in 
such position that tho coneurrenco of 
Great Britain is necessary to the es- 
tablishment of regulations for the proper 
protection and preservation of the fur seal, 
in, or habitually restoring to Behring Sea, 
tho arbitrators shall then determiiio what 
concurrent regulations outside the jurlsdic- 
torial limits of the respective govern- 
ments is necessary and over what waters 
such regulations should extend; and to aid 
them in that determination, the report of 
the joint commission to bo appointed by the 
representative governments shall be. laid 
b jforethem, with such other evidence as 
either government may submit. 

H. The high contracting parties further- 
more agree to co-operate in securing the 
adhesion of tho other powers to such regu- 
lations. The high contracting parties 
having found themselves unable to agree 
upon a reference which shall include the 
question of the liability of eOch for the 
injuries alleged to have been sustained by 
tho other, or by its isitlzensj in connection 
with tho claims presented and urged b^ it, 
and being solicitous that this suoordinate 
question should not interrupt or longer' 
delay the submission and determination of 
tho main question, do agree that either may 
submit to the arbitrators any question of 
fact involved in said claims, and ask tor a ' 
finding thereon. The question of the 
liabilities of either Government upon the— <- 
facts found is to be the subjeot.of farther 
negotiation. 

9. Tho high contracting parties having 
agreed to appoint two conimi.-isioner.s on the 
part of each Government, to make tlie joint 
investigation and report contcmplutcci in • 
the preceding article 7, and to include the : 
terms of the said agreement in the present 
convention, to the end that the joiut and 
several reports and recommeudations of 
said commissions may be, in duo form, 
submitted to tho arbitrators, should tho 
contingency therefor arise, the said agree- 
ment is accordingly herein included, as fol- 
lows : "Each Governincut shall appoint two 
commissioners to investigate jointly with the 
commis.iioners all tho facts having relation, 
to seal life in liebring Sea, and the measures 
uecessar y for its proper protection and 
preservation. Tho four ComniisBionera. 
shall, so far i\s they may be able to afjcee, 
make a joint report to each of the two- 
Governments, and they shall also 
report, either joiltly or sever- 
ally, ,to each Government, on any 
points on which they may bo unable «o 
agree, Tlicso reports shall not be made 
public until they bo submitted to the 
arbitrators, or it shall appear that the con-.y 
tiugency of their being used by tho arbi~- ' 
trators, cannot aribo. 

10. Each Goveniiuent shall pay the ex- 
penses of its iiiemliers of the joint Com- 
mission in theinvesligatiou referred to in the 
preceding article. ;< 

11. The (iccisions of the tribunal shall, if -si 
possible, be made witiiin three months from 
the close of the agreement on both sides. It 
shall be made in writing and dated, and 
shall be signed hy the arbitrators who shall 
assent to it. The decision shall be i.j dupli- 
cate, one copy whereof shall be delivered to 
the ngent of the U. S. for hia Government, 
and tho other coji^'sliall be delivered to the 
agent of Great IJritain, fur his Government. 

12. Each Government shall payitsswa 
agent and provide for the proper roinunera- : 
lion of Counsel employed by it, and of the 
arbitrators appointed by it, and for the ex- 
penses of preparing and submitting its case 
to the tribunal. All other expenses oon- 
nectcd with the arbitration shall be de-

11. The high contracting parties engage

Tho present treaty shall lie duly rati- 
fied by the President of tho United States 
of America by and with tho advice and con-

After prayer and llio roadint; of a olia])- 
tor of Soripiura by tlio Moilurator, Uov. 
Mr. Sooullar, hymn 207 was sung, and 
Rov. D. MeRue, clerk to the I'resljytery, 
. read the iniuuies of meetings hold in Van- 
'j^v ' oouver and New Weatiniuater, wliich were 
adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Smith, late of San Francisco, 
und Rev. Mr. Logan, of Truro, N.S., being 
preaeut, were invited to ait with the Pres- 
bytery. 

The clerk then read to the meotmR a 
roporb from Zion Church, Vttncouver, em- 
bodying a resolution »o the effect that the 
trustees were about to puiohuse a site for a 
cliuroh edifice, and that Zion Church had 
been considerably weakened by the forma- 
tion of another church at Mount Pleasant, 
and riqucatiiig the I'l-csbytc-ry to apply to 
the Cluirch and Mauae Building Coninuttee 
for a loan of JiTOO for building purposes; 
also to secure from the augmentation fund 
a sum of not lesa ihau S-JO for one year. 
It was agreed that the former request be 
grunted, and that the clerk bo instructed to 
send the application at once. The aecond 
application was laid over for future' con- 
jideration. 

Rev. 1). McRae, as Moderator of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Victoria, re- 
ported that ut a meeting of tlio congrega- 
':; r tion held on the 9th of February, tiie Rov. 
Dr. Campbell was chosen to the Pastorate 
at a stipend of S'J,500 annually, and his 

■ name was therefore entered in the call. 

Mr. Thornton Fell appeared liefore the 
Preahytery on behalf of the congregation of 
the First Presbyterian Church, and pointed 
out the advisability of the Assembly's con- 
curring in and .supporting the call. 

After some disoassioo, it was agreed, as 
follows: 

"That the call now presented by the First 
Presbyterian Church to Rev. Dr. Campbell, 
of CoUingwond, be received and sustained 
as a regular gosp'el call ; that steps be taken 
to lay it before the Presbytery of Barrie, 
->vith the request that it be disposed of as 
•expeditiou-ily as possible, and that Rev. Dr. 
Robertson bd requested to represent the 
congregation and Rev. Dr. Cuchrane, the 
Presbytery in prosecution of the call." 

It was moved by the Rev. J. M. MoLeod 
that if Dr. Campbell accepted the call the 
Clerk should be instructed to take steps for 
the induction, and that Rev. J. W. Mc- 
Millan preach the induction sermon, Rev. 
P. McF. McLeod address the minister. Rev. 
D. McBao address the congregation, the 
Moderator to preside. The motion was car 
ried. 

Rev. Dr. Smith and Rev. W. S. Smith, 
the latter a missionary at Alberni, wore en- 
rolled as members of the Presbytery. 

The session then adjourned until '2 o'clock. 

On resuming, prayers was olVured by Rev. 
Mr. Ma.xwell. 

Rev. Mr. .Jufrray read a rep(jrt to the 
efTcot that the money collected outside the 
city of Victoria, for the Fruser nieniorial 
fund, amounted to 5220, which sum, on 
tmotion, was turned over to the general 
iund. 

Requests for grants on behalf of the First 
Presbyterian Church, of Vancouver; Zion 
Churth, Vonoouvcr; and Chilliwhack 
Churc'i, were all agreed to. 

A piece of Chilliwhack church property 
was granted for a public roadway. 

Messrs. Ross, Knight, and Murray (by 
rotation), and Messr.s. MoRae, Young, and 
Mills (oy election), were chosen as com 
missioners to represent the Presbytery of 
B itish Columbia at the general Assembly at 
Montreal. 

Rev. ThoB. Sedgewick M-aa then put in 
nomination by the meeting as Moderator of 
the next general Assembly, by Rev. I" 
M6F. McLeod. Mr. Vnuug seconded the 
nomination. An umeudment was moved to 
1 the clFect that Rev. D. M. Gordon, of 
Halifax, be the nominee, but the original 
'motion prevailed, Mr. Sedgewick's very 
great extierience and ability giving him the 
preference over an equally able, though 
not so well-known minister. 

Rev. Mr. McLeod, of Vancouver, then 
read a report that ho had been detailed to 
prepare, on " The StAte of Religion." 'I'lie 
Speaker went fully into the progress of 
religioua thought, ami endeavor among 
all the Presbyterian Churches of the 
province, and, during his, rcinarUa, (juoted 
returns from several of the individual con- 
gregations, all of which showed a most 
satisfactory state of afTaira. Tlie moat 
gratifying portion of the work during the 
year had been the success attained among 
j',. '; . the young men, hirf^o numbers of whom 
K^''.' were now active and enlluisiastic church 
members. Family worship was in very 
many homes in the province being far 
better attended to than in any previous 
year, and parental discipline was every- 
where being founded on higher and more 
religious lines. 

Speaking to the report, Rev. Mr. Young, 
of Wellingion anil Northfield, gave a most 
intoresliiig description of iho great success 
lie bad had in his pastorate of eight months, 
and how he had, during that j)eriod, built 
up a large inlUicntial community of church 
goers wliere before there had been none. 
Jfo went on to tell of the pecu- 
liar characteristics of the people 
among whom he labored, and des- 
cribed in an amusing manner the at- 
tempt of Mr. Putnam, the frcethouglit 
:> lecturer, to make the opening of a now 
j;' stable in \Vellington the occasion for break- 
' .ihg up all religious work in that place. Be 

■ >ditt not succeed, however, and the place 
WHS, said the reverend gentleman, none the 
worse from bis visit.- 

■Rev. Mr.. McRae, of Nanaimo, spoke for 
some time about the progress of Prcsby- 
terianisin in his locality, giving an enthusi- 
asJc account of the work there during the 
p L^t twelve months. He referred at length 
to the difTeren .e existing between the moral 
tone of the jicoplo of British Columbia and 
that of their neighbors down the coast, nndaaid 
that the description given of San Francisco 
by Sain JoncH was, lie could vouch for it, 
true in fact. It was that "San Francisco was 



just the same as Hell, only it had ft little 
more water round it." 

Rev. Dr. 8mitli spoke for some time, and 
said that he had hetn astounded during his 
short pastorate of the First Presbyterian 
Church in Victoria, at such a spirit of cn- 
thusiasnr among the young people of his 
congregation. He pointed out in eloquent 
language the immense help it was to any 
coniniunity to have the young people in- 
terested on the side of religion, and hoped 
that all ministers would continue to foster 
bucii a sjjiiil ahvays. 

Mr. C'ui-i ie, of Chilliwhack, made a few 
remarks, ami then the session adjourned 
until the evening. 

On resuming, after dinner. Rev. P. Mo 
F. Maclcod atated to the meeting that he 
had written to the Synod of W'iniiiiieg a.ik- 
ing permiasiou, subject to the assent of the 
I ; neial Assembly, to form a Synod of I5rit- 
ish (Ni'umbia. IIo had much pleasure in 
saying tha": the request had boon Complied 
wilh. ,. 

The meeting then considered the matter 
of subdividing the Synod into throe Presby- 
teries, and after considerable discussion, 
Kaniloop^ Prf.-byicry was named as the 
ICa.stcrn Presbytery of the Province, taking 
in the whole district of Yale and vicinity 
to be named speciQcally to-duy. 

The question of the Central ;|Prc3bytery 
was next brought up, and was the oc- 
ca.sion of a good deal of warm debate be- 
tween representatives from Vancouver and 
Xew Weal minster, the advocates of the im- 
poi tance of the two cities indulging in a 
large amount of [ikasant badinage. Jtwaa 
argued by the fneiula of the Terminal City 
that as Vancouver waa the ropresentativo 
mainland city, and as it was by far the 
largest, both in general jjopulation and 
church members, the name should be "Van- 
couver Presbytery." The \Vestininster 
ccuitingent, of which there were a large 
numl)er of repreaentalivea picacnt, con- 
tended, lirst, that Wistminster waa the 
oldest Presbyterian town in the province, 
that it was very strong in its lennings to- 
wards that branch of the Protestant church, 
aud thirdly, that the Aaaociation'a histori- 
cal and otherwise opened up by the name 
Westminster, were many aud important. 
By an overwhelming vote, this claim was 
supported, and the name decided on was 
"Westminster Presbytery." 

The next subject for debate was the name 
of the Presbytery to bo established on the 
Island. Rev. Mr. Macleod moved that the 
Presbytery be known as the "Victoria 
Presbytery," Victoria being the representa- 
tive city. Rev. Mr. MoRae' moved as an 
amendment that the name should bo "Van- 
couver Island." He urged this because the 
name was more general, and that it was 
unlike any other Presbytery of the Domin- 
ion. There was already a "Victoria" in the 
I'^aatern Maritime provinces. 

The latter motion prevailed. 

On motion of Mr. Macleod, Rev. Messrs. 
Y'oung and Me Rao were appointed Com- 
missioners to the General Assembly to set 
forth the result of the discussion, und ask 
that body to contirm the motions passed. 

It was decided to take up the question of 
Mr. Muir's n;end)erahip with the Church 
at 10 o'clock this morning. 

The meeting adjourned at .S:.'!0, as per 
agreement, the Home ^dission Committee 
holding a private conference after the gen- 
eral business had been concluded. 



NOT YEr KKLEASED.

With Defeat. 

Mr. John E. Rice, late manager of the 
Imperial Stock Company, is still enjoying 
the hospitality of Deputy Sherifl' .Sidtlall. 

An application was made to Mr. Justice 
Drake, sitting in Chambers yesterday 
morning, to have the capias discharged, the 
ground taken being that the affidavit was 
not direct and positive as to the cause of 
the action, and did not disclose sufficient 
reason for the granting of a capias. Mr. 
Prior, of Messrs. Eberts & Taylor's olU.e, 
appeared for Mr. Rico and the appli;yition, 
while Mrs. Rninsuy, (Miss Esther Lyons on 
the atage), was represented by Mr, H. D.

The Quebec election has resulted in tho 
crushing defeat of tho boodlera. The elec- 
tors of Quebec have punished Mercicr and 
hia crew as thoy deserved, and by bo doing 
they have raised themselves in the estima- 
tion of their fellow-countrymen of the other 
ptovinoes. Theyliave shown tbatJFrench 
Canadians know how to appreciate honest 
public servants and bow to treat those who 
have proved themselves uufnithful to their 
trust. They have shown that they urc too 
shrcAvd to be deceived by a political trick- 
ater who tried to cover his rascality with 
the mantle of sham patriotism. Mercicr 
thought that hia loud profossiona of zeal in 
tho service of the Catholic Church, and hia 
aushing sympathy for his "vilified and ill- 
treated" compatriots would c;\U3') French- 
Canadians to be blind to his oirenccs and to 
turn a deaf ear to hia accusers. It is very 
OTidenfc that Mercier counted upon getting 
a favorable verdict from the people of Que- 
bec, not because he expected to convince 
them that he was innocent of the crimes 
laid to hia charge, but because ho hoped to 
make tiieni believe that they were ill-used 
by the Ontario Protestants, and that he was 
their ohampion. But they have proved 
that thoy are not to bo played upon in thia 
way, and Meroier's fate will, no doubt, be a 
warning; to other political tricksters wlio 
believe that they are clevor enough to hood- 
wink tlie people — to make them believe 
that they have the public welfare in view 
when they are trying to accomplish nothing 
but their own selfish ends. Tho people of 
Quobcc arc to bo congratulated on having 
got rid of a dishonest politician, and the 
electors of tho other provinces of the Do- 
niiuion have reason to bo tliankful that a 
scheming hypocrite, who made politics his 
buainess, has been tauE;ht a salutary leaaon. 



THE DISSOLUTION. 

When the Imperial Parliament shall be 
dissolved is still a matter of conjecture. 
The Liberals speak as if a general election 
Vas at hand. Some of them apeak as con- 
fidently about the appeal to the people- 
when it is to be made and what will bo its 
result when it is made — as if they were in 
the confidence of the ministry and were en- 
dowed with the gift of prophecy. But the 
truth ia, they know nothing whatever about 
it, and there ia no reaaon to believo that 
they are at^ll skillful in reading tho signs 
of the time. But there arc many who take 
these crude conjectures ua if they were ab- 
solute certainties. Tho ministers liuvc not 
let tlie world know what (lecision they have 
arrived at in the matter, if they have aa yet 
made up their minds when the dissolution 
ia to take'placo, which ia not at all certain, 
and the newapupers that are in their confi- 
dence and are aupposcd to express their 
viewa have as yet said nothing definite on 
the aubject. The Standard of the 15th of 
last month speaks rather cnigmutically re- 
specting the dissolution about which so 
many of the opponents of the Government 
are gueasing. It says : 
•• " It will interest tho more eager and 
In'.pntient spirits of the Opposition, who 
have lately lieen greatly exercising their 
minds aa to the date of tho Dissolution of 
the existing Parliament, to be told author- 
itatively tnoit the Government have no 
'intention of artificially accelerating tho 
electoral conteat ; but, at the same time, 
are quite prepared to go to the country aa 
aoon 08 either the public buainess permits, 
or the tactics of their opponents compel 
them to do so. The Cabinet and the Op- 
position are not fjuite in the same position 
in regard to tho movement for an appeal to 
tho coDStltui ncies. Tlie Government have 
somo serious work to get through, wliioh 
thoy have entered into an ongiigemont with 
tho nation to do their best to bring to a sue- 
cesaful issue. The Opposition have no 
tiigugement of any kind, unless we are to 
riigard as such, tbo loose promises and 
conveniently vaguo pledges of tho New- 
castle progromme." 
It ooncludea the article by saying : 
" Wo will even go so far ns to satiafy the 
-curioaity of our opponents by aasur- 



inu them that, if the Ministry were 
ns irresponsible ua themselves, they could 
hove a dissolutiou to-morrow, and 
would bo heartily welcome to it. But 
atateamanship bus its duties, and the task 
of administering the allairs of a groat Em- 
pire is not to be treated as a pioco of child's 
play." 

There is nothing satisfactory to tho Op- 
position quidnuncs in this. The chief Gov- 
ernment organ quietly tells them that the 
Ministry ia in no hurry to dissolve Parlia- 
ment, and that they will appeal to the 
people when it suits their convenience, or 
when they are forced to do so by their op- 
ponents. Tho Daily News, which is the 
mouthpiece of tho Gladatonians, does not 
seem to know what to say about tho diaso- 
lution, but is of opinion that if the result of 
tho London County Council elecliona should 
bo adverse to tho Government a general elec- 
tion would be precipitated. Thoae elections 
have been licld, and tho Liberala say that 
they have gone against the Government, but 
nothing is heard of the dissolution which 
waa to follow. 



Tnhl RUSSIAN PEAS A XT. 

Count Tolstoi ia writing a series of letters 
to the London D.iily Telegraph, on the 
famine iu Russia. They are moat interest- 
ing, as they show not only how tho Russian 
peasantry are sulTcring for the want of food 
and what ia being done to relieve them, but 
as they also give the reader a good idea of the 
condition of the rural population of Russia, 
aud of their virtues and their vices. 

In the letter published in the Telegraph 
of the 18th ult., Count Tolstoi tolla the 
woHd how he eatabliahed aoup kitchens in 
some of the country villages. His way of 
dealing with the people ahowa that ho is 
not only one of the most tender- hearted of 
men, but also that he is one of the beat 
judges of human nature. 

When he wanted to aet up a soup kitchen 
in a village iu which nearly all the inhabi- 
tanta were Buffering to a greater or less 
extent from want of food, he called together, 
not tho richest of the inhabitants, but the 
poorest. He told them what he intended 
to do, and the extent of tho assistance he 
had to offer, and he asked them to select 
those from among them who were most in 
need of relief and who were least able to 
help themselves. The poor people were at 
lirst unwilling to make tho selection, but 
upon tho Count's inaisting, they went to 
work, and the conaideration for others and 
the unaelfishnesa which these hungry men 
and women exhibited were indeed most ex- 
traordinary. They made their selections 
with excellent judgment, choosing those only 
who wore most needy, and rejecting those 
who in their opinion could get along a little 
longer without help. 

When ho set about deciding who should 
prepare and dispense the food ho again 
went to the poor. He selected somo house- 
holder who needed help, and gave his wife 
the task of cooking the food and of feeding 
the hungry people; and admirably .the poor 
souls performed the labor of love. Tho 
tables were laid in tho poor huts in which 
there was hardly light enough for the in- 
nlates to see each other, and thoy treated 
those who caine to pirtako of the food with 
kindness and attention that were really 
touching. T.dstoi'a description of the scene 
is simplicity it.<:elf, but it is done sympa- 
thetically and 13 most uffecting. 

The reader is surprised when he finds 
that the atarving people who crowded the 
huts conducted themselves with the utmost 
propriety. There waa no unseemly greed, 
no crowding to be helped lirst, no coarse 
language, no qu.irrulliiig. Thoy ato tlieir 
food decently and thankfully, with more 
consideration for each other than could, 
under tho circumstances, be thought pos- 
sible. No one can read Count Tolstoi's 
description of hia soup kitchena, and the 
way in which they were established, and 
the food dispensed, without forming a high 
opinion of the Russinn peasantry. If they 
are all like tho.se he i!cacril)i'a they may 
have many vices — they may be idle and in- 
temperate and auperatitious, but they arc 
kindheartcd, neighborly, patient and 
grateful. 



ERITAI2f'S LIQUOR BILL. 

Dr. Dawson Burns has, through the me- 
dium of the Times, presented tho British 
people with their drink bill for the year 
1891. It is, indeed, atartlingly heavy. We 
often hear of the progress made by tbo ad- 
vocates of temperance, and u little improve- 
ment aeems to have been made in aome di- 
rections. People, at any rate, appear to be 
more temperate tluui they used to bo, when 
tho temperance movement was in its in- 
infancy. But when wo look at the figurea 
of this drink bill we aro tenipted tg con- 
clude that tho improvcnicub is nioro in ap- 
ptaranoe than in reality. 

The amount of the United Kingdom's 
bill for strong drink, for one year, ia the 
immenao sum of £141,215,017, or upwarda 
of $700,000,000. England's share of this 
atupendous bill ia XI 18, 'J9.'!, 108, Scotland's 
t;i2,97.'),18l, and Ireland's £!),0 17,'J;!8. Tho 
expenditure, per head, of the population of 
the British lalanda, for otrong drink, ia 
£3.16, or about $18.25, or $93.75 for every 
family of five persona. Just think of it! 
The consumption of spirits, wine aud malt 
liquors amounts, in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, to S9.'!.75 for every family of five, no 
matter what tlieir station, or what their 
means may be. In tho face of this waste- 
ful expenditure we hear a great deal about 
the poverty that exists in the Britiahlalanda. 
If the money apent on strong drink wore 
equally distributed, sucli a thing as want 
would bo unknown witliiu tho boundariea 
of the Three Kingdoms. Tho country muat 
bo immcnaely rich which can stand such a 
drain for what every one will have to admit 
is a hurtful superfluity. 

Compared with the quantity consumed 
last year, there has been an increase of a 
millidn and three-quarter pounds atcrling. 
ThiaJInoi'eaae has boon |n intoxicanta need 



by the poorer' claases — home-made spirits 
and beer. In tho consumption of foreign 
and colonial spirits, there has been a ds- 
cline of oyer, six hundred thousand pounds. 
The inference to be drawn from this is, that 
whatever improvement there has been in 
Groat Britain in the direction of sobriety, it 
haa been among tho well-to-do classes. 

England consun<eB,. proportionately, most 
beer and wine, and Scotlaiid most spirits. 
The quantity of beer drank in England is 
simply enormous, It was, laat year, 
■27,ril)9,l:i8 barrels; in Scotland it was only 
1,497,011, and in Ireland 'J,,-)70,219. The 
beer consumed in England is valued at 
£78,567,673, that in Scotland at £4,044,030, 
aud Ireland conaumed £2,809,595 worth. 
The English drank 30 gallons of beer per 
head of tho population, the Scotch KU gal- 
lons, and the Irish 8 1-5 gallons. The in- 
habitants of England and U'ales consumed 
'90 gallons of spirits per head, those 
of Scotland I'SS gallona per head, 
and the Irish I'lS gallons per head. 
Tho English drank nearly three times 
as much beer per head as tiic Scotch, and 
tho Scotch drank more than twice as much 
spirits as tho English. With regard to the 
expenditure for intoxicants in each of tho 
cauntries, Dr. Burns says : 

"From the above division of expenditure, 
it appears that in England it amounted to 
£\ is. Gd. per head, or £'20 16a. 8d. per each 
fmnily of five persons; in Scotland to £3 5s. 
per head, or CKi fis. per family of five per- 
sons; and in lielaiid to ,C2 '2s. 4d. per head, 
or £10 I la. 8d. per family of live." 

Who are they that drink all thia liquor, 
and spend so much of their money in that 
which aatisfieth not? Tho figures, signifi- 
cant as they arc, give us but a very indefi- 
nite idea of tho way tho liquor is consumed, 
and of the condition of those who drink tho 
greater part of it. Ur. Burns says : 

"Tho principle of averages is liable to 
abuse, and it ia abused when the eatimated 
consumption and cost of drink per head is 
taken to show how little is actually drunk 
and spent by each individual daily. Mil- 
lions, in ittct, consume no intoxicating 
licjuora at all, and millions more consume 
very little, wiiile the actual consumption 
and expenditure of others indefinitely vary, 
amounting in tho case of multitudes to many 
times the actual average." 

Of course the people of Great Britain can- 
not afford to spend ono hundred and forty- 
one millions of pounds sterling on strong 
drink. A very large proportion of this 
money ought to have been expended upon 
the neceasariea and comforts of life, which 
tho drinkers withheld from themaelvea and 
their families in order to satisfy their un- 
natural craving for intoxicanta. The amount 
of suffering and misery and degredation and 
crime which these figures represent connot 
1)0 computed by the rules of arithmetic. 
Thoso only can form some faint idea of it 
who have been themselves the sufferera 
from tho selfidinesa and doadneas of feeling 
which are at once the cause and tho effect of 
the excessive use of intoxicating drinks.

There was an 
unusually largo audience of citizens general- 
ly, while, inside the rails, nearly all the city 
oiBciuls found scuts. 

Tho Clerk read the mintttcs of last meet- 
ing, tbe adoption of which was moved by 
Aid. Stylos. 
Aux LoviCLL. — move an- amendment, 
That the minute in respect t(y the election 
of the City Engineer and Waterworks Cotn- 
inissioner bo not confirmed." T do so on 
account of tho universal dissatisfaction that 
tho appointment bos given, and I think wc 
liould have an opportunity of reconsider- 
ing tho question. 
Ai.u. McKiLMCAN — I second that. 
Am). Mu.sn— 1 int<;nd to .support the 
amendiiiciit, and niy reasons for doing so are 
these : it was claimed that our present 
City Surveyor ia not equal to the duties of 
the ollice. These duties have been in- 
laed by the addition of those of Water- 
'ka Ciunmis'sioner and Street Comiiiis- 
siouer. The jireseut occupant of tho olHco is 
well up in years, and it was agreed to engage 
a man skilled in his profession to fill tlie 
joint oiUces. I was willing that this should 
je done. I would not have called for 
applications at all. My idea would have 
been to look over the country and pick out 
tho best and most suitable man aud pay 
him such a salary as would secure his ser- 
vices. E.>:ccpt that bo done I don't see 
that we should make any change. 

Ald. HaIjI. pointed out that Mr. Tuek 
had been ballotted for at the last meeting 
and elected by a vote of seven out of tcu. 
Under these circumstances ho did not see 
liow tho Council were to get out of it. His 
idea was that they should have advertised 
more extensively aud secured the services 
of a man high up in his profession. Tho 
time had come when such a man should be 
appointed, and a salary paid in proportion 
to tho duties of the ofHce and the popula- 
tion of the city. In Vancouver they paid 
their city engineer more, than such un 
ollicer is iiaid bore. " If yon want a man 
of brains," saiil tho alderman, " you must 
: prepared to pay for him. One little mis- 
ke on the part ol our engineer might coat 
the city thousands of dollars. If we have 
to pay §.'i,000 or §4,000 a yeiir we should 
have the right man, but as it is not a (pics- 
tioii of .salary, but one as to tho confirmation 
cjf tho iiiiiuitea appuialiug Mr. Tuck,l dnu't 
;e tliat u'e can do otherwise than confirm 
the minutes.'

A letter waa read from J. Plueai.f, com- 
plaining that ho had been fined J.'i iu \ho 
police court for an alleged obstruction on 
Chatham .street, while the thoroughfare had 
been obstructed for hundreds of feet for tho 
past couple of years and no notion taken.

Ald. Lovell thought it better that the 
cnunoil should meet tho Board of Directors. 
He had been through the place recently, 
and was agreeably surprised at the amount 
of good work being done there. If the 
council could at all see their way to con- 
tribute, the hospital was a very commend- 
able institution to support. 

It was agreed to notify the president of 
the Hospital Board that the couacil would 
like him to name a date for meeting. 

ALU. McKilmcan moved that the 
agreement entered into some time since 
with tho Government, as to the opening up 
of the School Reserve, be completed, and 
that Mr. Hiywood ho olTered Sl,20Ufor 
that portion of his property through which 
tho thoroughfare would pass. If Mr. Hay- 
wood did not agree to this, then that it be 
left to arbitration.. 

JIk. Lovei.i. seconded the motion, wliich, 
after some discussion, was withdrawn. 

Ald. M<;Ru.li<;an moved that a by-law 
bo submitted to increaso the appropriation 
for the library from .'?l,2()0 to S.'t.dOO per 
aunum. 

Ai.D. Stvi.ks moved that tho sum be 
S'2,(JU() per annum, but met with 
no support, and the motion passed. 

The Sewerage Comiiiisaioners forwarded 
a plan showing the progress of the sewer- 
age works. Up to the Ist iiist. I,S"21 lineal 
feet of tho main outlet sower had been com- 
pleted, and 1,021 feet of tlio lower portion 
of the sewer were finished and ready for the 
arch. The sewer on Suowden and Cook 
streets had been completed, with the excep- 
tion of about .■«) foot of arch. On Southgato 
street 270 feet of sewerage are partially 
complete ; the rock whicli caused so much 
delay oq Cook and .Store streeti had been 
taken out and tho pipes laid ; nn Ilumholdt 
aud Wharf streets 525 feet of rock tunnel 
in liou of trenching had been driven, and 
soino of tho pipe laid ; tho Humboldt street 
uiuin.cnmmencingat McCJIurc street and run- 
ning to Pembroke is 6,909 feet long, of which 
1,201 feet on Wharf are not complete, as 
also 17 manholes. The Cook and Blancbard 
street mains from South Gate street to Pan- 
dora avenue, a distance of 5,918 foet, are 
comiilelcd, w itli the exception of six man- 
holes; on ',>,uadra street .'jGU feet of mains 
have been laid. Tlie Dniglas street branch 
has been laid from Humboldt to View 
street. The government street branch 
main has been commenced, and the Cor- 
morant street branch main laid a ilist'ince 
of 415. Several hrauchoa have Iktmi laid 
from the Cook street main. In addition to 
tho built te'.\ era referred to, 21, S7S lineal 
feet of pipe have been put dosvn, while -19 
ventilators aud 21) manholes havo been con- 
structed. 

The Finance committee reported that the 
Traiiiw.iy Company were only obliged to 
cairy passengers to city limits, at 5 cents 
per iitad. They also reported rc claim of 
.J. B. Matthews, that that gentleman was 
not a permanent employe of the city. 

Tho Sanitary ooinmitlee reported that 
action had been taken on several complaints 
of defective sanitation.

surrounded by vast tracts of good pastoral 
land, it becomes available for cattle and 
sheep ranching^i'VO wiiiiffrto''''tbe ,' tbat : 
the new Land ^U.prbhibited' the piifchaie 
of agricultural lana except by pre-emption, 
and then only to the extent" of 100 acres, 
poor settlers who wished to 'go in for stock 
raising were at a disadvantage, and it was 
therefore the duty of the Legislature to 
olfor every possible facility and advantage 
to tempt these settlers . to settle upon 
and develop the pastoral lands. 
Under the present law it was 
possible for some millionaire cattle owner 
from the United States to drive in a herd 
of say 50,000 head of oattle and to pasture 
these* cattle on publio lands around settlers 
preemptions with a view of keeping them 
there for a year or two until the grass is 
e iten out, never to come up again. He, 
(Col. Baker), had heard this project seri- 
oualy discussed last year. Another fact 
was, that there was more money in 
thoroughbred than iu common stock, and 
under the present law it would be folly for 
the pre-einptor to go to any expense in im- 
proving tliu breed ot liis cattle, beciuiso the 
inonieiiD ho attompted to do so, Julian or 
other cattle would be driven amongst his 
herd to benefit by the improved stoeU, and 
to tho detriment of that stoek. All these 
urguinents, ho suid, pointed to tho conclu- 
sion that tlie cattle rancher in order to farm 
with a profit, imist have the means of fen- 
cing the pastoral land over wliioh his cattle 
grazed. The new bill gave him the means 
of doing so. Tho bill also made the max- 
imum area of a common fifty, 
and the minimum area fifteen 
square miles. Tho grazing of sheep 
and cattle upon the same common was 
also prohibited. The most important 
clause of all, however, was I hut 
which gave power to tho pre-emptor 
to fence bis land, provided always that any 
settler can pre-empt land within that fence 
upon his agreeing to abide by the by-laws 
fiamed by the Board of Overseers provided 
for in the act. By this means, pre-emptors 
would associate together, and, in time, the 
bill must lead to co operative ranching. 
These, and othec benedts, chief amongst 
which woS'the preservation of tho pastoral 
land, would accrue from the passage of this 
bill, which was, essentially, a poor man's 
bill, and he hoped it would-receive the due 
consideration of the House, 

The bill was read a second time ; to be 
committed Tuesday next. 

n. C. RAILWAY HILL. 

Mu. Brown moved the second reading 
of the B. C. Railway Bill.

Hon. Mr. Pooley opposed this conten- 
tion, and after much discussion Mr. Speaker 
reserved his decision until the third reading 
of the bill. 

The debate was continued, 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that on the under- 
standing that certain amendments proposed 
by tho .promoters of the bill would be intro- 
duced in committee, he would withdraw his 
opposition. 

Hon. Mr. Bea.ven expressed bis surprise 
that the keen legal mind of the Attorney- 
General had not discovered that the clauses 
proposed to bo introduced in the bill would 
compel the city of Victoria to do the very 
thing it did not want to do, in that it would 
have to recognize the rights of the Esqui- 
nmlt Co. 

Mr. Semlin contended that under tho 
act of 187.'! tlio city of Victoria had the 
prior right to the waters of the Ooldstrcam, 
and this being the case, he could not see his 
way clear to vote against recognizing this 
right. 

Mr. Cotton said that his views were on 
the same lines as those of tli» hon. junior 
member for Yale (Mr. .Semlin). 

Mk. GuANT said that while he was one 
of the members representing tho City of 
Victoria iu the Legislature, he was not one 
of thoso who believed the City of Victoria 
ought to have a right to all tho water 
within 20 miles of the city when they could 
not use it, and would only prevent private, 
individuals or companies from utilizing it.

The Pros aiitl Cons of the "Modus 
YiveniU " Controversy —Lord 
Salisbury's Objections, 



Wasiiinoton, March 9. — President Har- 
rison, to-day, sent to Congress the corre- 
spondence in the P.'^hring Sea matter, since 
tho date ot tho laio prohibition, January 0, 
1891, %vith notes of previous dates not 
hitherto made public In a note from Mr. 
Blaine to Sir Julian Puuuco''o e on May A, 
1S91, bo reviews tho negotiations for the 
modu« Vivendi pending the result of arbi- 
tration, sets forth the concessions made by 
the President in consequence of this, and 
gives a recital of the obligation imposed 
upon tho North American (lompany in re 
turn for tho sealini; privilege, that they 
should ho allowed to tako u limited number 
ot souls, contrary to the claim of Great 
Uritaiu, that sealing should be absolutely 
prohibited on both sides, and submits terms 
of agreement on this basis. 

On May T), Sir Juliau acknowledged the 
above, a oopy being mailed and the precise 
terms telegraphed to London. Ho depre- 
cates tho alleged delay, refers to previous 
interviews, mentions the exception takeu to 
the two conditions, that the right to kill a 
certain number of seals was reserved for tho 
American company, and that tho moihn 
rirenili was not to be put in force uniil 
arbiiratiou was agreed upon, and e.tpressea 
satisfaction that the latter condition has 
been removed. The following notes were 
also exchanged : — 

SIR JULIAN TO MR, BLAINE, 

Wasuinciton, Feb. 10th, 1892, 
Sir — On the occasion of our interview on 
tho "Jud inst., when you handed mo the 
draft of the Behriug Sea arbitration con- 
vention which I forwarded to London for 
the consideration of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, you asked mo whether they \yere 
prepared to agree to the moUun rivendi ior 
tho next fishery season in Behring Sea. In 
transmitting a draft of the arbitration con- 
vention to the Marquis of Salisbury, I did 
not fail to inform him of your inquiry, and 
have received a reply from bis lordship to 
tho efTcct that Her Majesty's Government 
cannot express any opinion ou the subject 
until they know what modux vivendi you 
desire t<J propose. 

MR. ULAINE 11E1'LIE.S. 

\N'AsniN(iTON, Feb. 2G, ISOl: 
My Dear Sir .Julian — .Mr. Myers, our 
Consul at Victoria, telegraphs mo that there 
are 40 sealing schooners cleared to date, 
and six or seven more to go. At tho same 
date last year 31 had cleared. I think from 
this you may see that if wo do not come to 
an understanding soon there will be no need 
of the agreement relating to seals in tho Pa^ 
oifio or in the Behring Siea. I will be glad 
if you will let Lord Salisbury know this 
taut, 

MR. liLAINE TO SIR .lULIAN. 

Washincton, Feb. iJi, 1892. — Sir, I am 
in receipt of your favor of the 19th, You 
therein inform me that Lord Salisbury can 
not express an opinion on the subject of the 
modus vivendi until ho knows what wc de- 
sire to propose. I am glad to hear 
that Lord Salisbury coulemplates 
modnn, for it is obvious that it 
is impossible to conclude the arbitration 
within tho time originally set. Indeed, we 
shiU hardly bo able to enter upon it. The 
delays have been much greater on the part 
of Great Britain than on tho part of the 
United States. In reply to your inquiry, 
the President suggests that tho modus vi 
vendi bo much tho same as last year in 
terms, but t hat it should be better executed. 
It was very iuefifeotive last year, for there 
wcro a larger number of seals in Behring 
Sea taken than over before. The vessels 
had already set out. before the modus was 
agreed upon, and it was impossible to give 
tbeni notice in time to prevent them from 
taking seals. Her Majesty's Govern 
ment did not take such efficient 
measures as an earlier date this year 
will render practicable. If Her Majcs 
ty's (loverninent would make their 
ellbi ts iiioie ell'eulivc, the sealing in the 
N'onb I'nuilic should be forbidden, for tliere 
the slaughter of the mothers is the greatest. 
This would eiiuire a notice to the large 
number of sealers wliich are arranging logo 
forth from ISriti-sh Columbia. Tho number 
is said to be greater than ever before, and 
without any law to regulate the killing of 
the seals the destruction will be immense. 
All this suggests tho great need of an elfec- 
live inodiii. Holding an arbitration as to 
tlie rightful mode of taking seals while their 
destruction goes forward would be as if 
while an arbitration on the title of timber 
lands were in progress, one party should 
remove all the trees. I shall have to ask 
you to transmit the contents of this note to 
Lord Salisbury by telegraph, livery hour 
that is lost entails great trouble upon each 
government.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 

In their weekly financial review, dated 
New Yoik, Feb. 27, Henry Clews & Co. 
.say ■. _"Xhe immediate future of the Stock 
Market is not so conapicuously brilliant bs 
some of the more powerful interests in Wall 
street wouhl have others believe. Forsome 
time there Ims hccn a great deal of mission- 
ary wotk on l)clialf of some of the big h„ld- 
ers of stocks lo ligliten their newly acipiired 
load and take protits; IjuI their etl'orts have 
not been entirely successful. Aided liy tlie 
big Coal deal, tho speculative dealers were 
omiblcd to mark np prices in a most sensa- 
tional manner, but failed in making 
a market at tlie new prices. They h'lv" 
simply put up prices upon ihemaelvcs, the 
outside element being still uidinportant. 
Q'he coal stocks have been concentrated 
into a few hands, and the whole scheme is 
so vast and involved in so much uncertainty 
that the difHouliy of avoiding large blocks 
of securities coming on the market is great- 
ly multiplied. 

"It rc(juires no stretch of the imagina- 
tion, therefore, to conceive of circumstances 
which would precipitate lieavy unloading of 
•coal shares. The insignificant ad- 
vances on other shures while the 
coalers were bouncing upwards were 
conspicuous. There is but one explanation 
wnich is, tlio public have not taken an ac- 
tive part in the recent speculation, J5o- 
sidos tho possibility of further liiiui- 
dation. There is every probabil- 
ity that tho contract will be 
vigorously contested in the Pennsylvania 
courts— tho Pennsylvania railroad and Mr. 
I'owderly, who liavo instigated the attack, 
Ijeing no mean antagonists. Uncertainties 
like ihesB are splendid capital ; hence the 
Coalers may lie a fruitful means of specula- 
tion for some time to come. 

"One other source of uncaHincsa is tlio re- 
vival of gold expurla. 'i'lu're is no inniieili- 
ate danger of free coinage of silver, and it

In giv- 
ing his decision, Mr. Belyea said: "'The 
defendant '.a, in this information, charged 
with having permitted liquor to be drnnk 
on hia promiswi during hours prohibited by 
statute. On the Vilth of February ho was 
charged -with having sold liquor during 
tl>c aa'.no prohibited hours, and that charge 
was dismissed on the ground that tho prose 
cation hed failed to prove that the place in 
which tho liquor was alleged to liavo been 
sold was duly licensed. Tho evidence in 
support of the pcesent information is pre- 
cisely the same as that previously ofl'ercd, 
and it has been objected to by Mr, 
Hncter, for the defendant, ,who claims 
tliat hia lilient 'has in this case 
been charged upon the sain^ facts upon 
which he was acquitted on the hearing of 
the first information. Mr. Hunter argues 
that the former acquittal was a bar to these 
present proceedings, and quotes several 
oases in support of his position, which I 
have carefully considered, along with the 
act itself. I have como to the conclusion 
that the plea is a good one, and that the 
defendant cannot be convicted upon the 
same combination of facts or circumstances 
which formed tho foundation of the previous 
charge, thounh it may have ditrcred in name 
and style. Tho evidence taken at the hear- 
ing of the old charge of selling, and the tes- 
timony received in connection with the pre- 
sent charge of permitting liquor to be drunk, 
are identical. It is quite clear tliat the de- 
fendant must be ucciuitted. 

"I have been quoted as saying that there 
could only be one offence committed durinj; 
the prohibited hours. There could only be 
one oiren'co of selling, if the bar was kept 
running all the time, from Saturday night 
until Monday morning, but it is quite clear 
that while only ono conviction for "selling" 
could be sustained, a conviction might also 
be secured should tho charge of allowing 
liquor to be drunk on tho premises be also 
laid. Tho two oli'cnccs aro distinct and 
separate, but they cannot be substantiated 
upon the same evidence."
